PROGRESS SLOW 
IN BANKER'S TRIAL 


Worthless Notes Carried 
by Institution, Former 
Cashier Says on Stand 
Wednesday. 


The Farmers and Traders bank was 
insolvent from the year 1915, until the 
day it closed its doi in July of this 
year, R. E. Bentley, an auditor, testi- 
fied Wednesday in the trial of W. D. 
Manley, charged with fraudulent in- 
solvency in failure of the institution, 
of which he was president. Mr. 
Bentley was called to the stand by 


* the state, and his testi.:ony occupied 


a greater part of the day. 

The witness testified that he had 
made an exhaustive .udit of the 
bank’s affairs and had found that dur- 
ing 31 months of the period from 
January 1, 1921, to July 1, 1925, the 
institution carried a deficit. This 
part of bis testimony was ruled out, 
however, when defense counsel raised 
an objection to the basis of required 
reserve on which the witness caleu- 


lated, and to his consiceration of calf 


money and surplus. 

The trial, which opened _ before 
Judge G. H. Howard Tuesday morn- 
ing after a jury had denied u special 
insanity plea filed by the indicted 
financier the day before, progressed 
slowly Wednesday, with numerous in. 
terruptions and delays. Only two 
witnesses were called to the stand dur- 
ing the eight hours consumed by the 
trial Wednesday. The other witness 
was R. EB, Lewis, former cashier of 
the Farmers and Traders bank, who 
testified as to incidents leading up to 
the close of the bank July 12 of this 


year. 
Loans to Officials. 

Bentley testified that he had found 
various loans to the president, offi- 
cers and directors of the Farmers and 
Traders’ bank on the records. In most 
cases these loans were approved by the 
directors,, he said, but the majority of 
them were not properiy ‘secured. 

On direct examination, Solicitor 
General John A. Boykin, leading the 
prosecution, sought to show that false 
entries regarding loans had been en- 
tered upon the records of the bank. 
One loan, the witness testified, aggré- 
gating 17,000 was made out in the 
name three corporations of similar 
names where o nly one corporation ex- 
isted. This loan’ was repaid, however, 
he testified, before failure of the bank. 

The Farmers and Traders’ bank has 
not paid a dividend since 1915, Bent-

Another route west of the moun- 
tains by way of Roanoke, Knoxville 
and Chattanooga, is characterized as 
an ideal flying route with frequent 
places where airships may land on 
emergency fields.

Earlier in the day, just as Senator 
Simpson was preparing to close his 
case with the “Pig Woman's” testi- 
mony that she saw Mrs. Hall, Henry 
and ‘‘Willie’ Stevens at the scene of 
the double murder at Phillips’ farm 
four years ago, a bulletin was issued 
stating that Mrs. Gibson’s condition 
was serious, 

Habeas Corpus Likely. 

“If Mrs. Gibson is not in the court 
house at Somerville by the time court 
opens, I will apply for a writ of ha- 
beas corpus,” declared the prosecutor. 

“Mrs. Gibson will not leave the 
hospital today. -A_ further bulletin 
will be issued in the morning,” said 
the announcement which was signed 
by Drs. Charles B. Kelley, Edward 
Daly, James J. Duffy, Joseph R. Com- 
morato, Charles Snyder and James 
Fitzgerald. 

It was announced that Mrs. Gibson 
was suffering from heart trouble,

th’: class of convicts. 

“Several of our judges continue to 
sentence addicts to a year and a day 
in the penitentiary. It is iny judg- 
ment that to sentence an addict for 
a year and a day in the penitentiary 
in order to reestablish him in society 
entirely fails of its purpose. The vic- 
lators of this law comprise one-third 
of the entire population of this insti- 
tution. Of the 713 violators of the 
drug act received during the past fiscal 
year, 292 were under sentence of a 
year anda day. Ninety-one (or 31 per 
cent) were “repeaters,” while only 17 
per cent of those received with a longer 
sentence were repeaters,

“The use of narcotics undermines 
the whole moral fibre of the white 
race, and they soon have no sense of 
responsibility.

Edward Capps, of Ben- 
ton Harbor, was the first to intimate 
to the state police that Purnell might 
be at the colony. Mrs. Bessie Wood- 
worth, a former member, also told 
officers that Purnell was inside the 
colony confines a year ago and that 
she had every reason to believe he 
still was there.

A special jury drawn 
to hear the insanity plea adjudged 
Manley sane, removing the last ob- 
stacle to trial on this particular 
charge. A jury was drawn Tuesday 
and actual introduction of testimony 
commenced Wednesday morning at 8 


o'clock. 
Lewis on Stand, 

Introduction of a certified copy of 
the charter of the Farmers & Traders 
bank and a list of stockholders and 
the number of shares heid by them 
and the minutes of the bank was coni- 
pleted before witnesses were called 
to the stand Tuesday morning. 

R. E. Lewis, former cashier of the 
Farmers & Traders bank, was the first 
witness for the state to take the stand 
in the trial Wednesday morning. The 
cashier went into detail of notes han- 
died by the bank, which he declared 
were “worthless,” and concerning over- 
drafts of Manley. 

He declared that an appraisal of 
notes in the bank-valued at $103,000,

“Yes. I telephoned him that we 
were having a run on the bank and 
that we had paid out all of the cash. 
I asked him what to do and he told 
me to close the doors. I did this and 
called the state banking department.” 

The solicitor attempted to show that 
after officiala of the bank foresaw 
failure if any money was accepted on 
deposit $1,200 in deposits were ac 
cepted. 

“Did Mr. Manley make any provi- 
sions to mend the situation?” the soli- 
citor continued. 

“No,” was the reply. 

Condition of Bank. 

“What was the condition of thc 
bank 30 days before the close, in 
reference to a $90,000 withdrawal?” 

“Mr. Manley took out $90,000,” 
said Mr. Lewis, “and deposited it in 
various smounts on call in’ banks 
around Georgia. There was no col- 
lateral or security for the withdrawal. 
We got back two or three thousand 
dollars,” 

The cashier declared that he was 
given a memorandum to make _ the 
entries and that he did so in regard 
to the withdrawal. We added further 
that the bank had a capital] of $25,. 
000 and a $15.000 surplus, but that 
a profit and loss item of $17,000 
wiped out the viet and impaired 
the capital by $2,000. 

“Judging from the assets and lia- 
bilities of the Farmers and Traders 
bank, was it solvent or insolvent?’ 
Solicitor Boykin asked. 

“It was insolvent,” the cashier re- 
plied. 

“Was the bank insolvent when the 
$90.000 withdrawal was made?” 

“It was.’’ 

Period of Insolvency. 

“When did the Farmers’ and Trad- 
ers’ bank become insolvent?”

He asserted that 
Mr, Manley visited the bank only at 
intervals, except to attend meetings 
of the board of directors, 

The withdrawal of the $90,000 to be 
placed on call was sent to small coun- 
try banks, Mr. Lewis declared, which 
was a common practice among banks 
of the chain. 

In cross-examination of the witness 
in regard to appraisal of notes to 
which Mr. Lewis had previously testi- 
fied, Mr. Smith brought out the fact 
that most of the notes of the bank 


-were small, amounting to less than 


$00 each. 

“When you took this money to the 
clearing houses all notes under $500 
and all automobile paper were thrown 
out. were they not?” Mr. Smith asked. 

“Yes,” the witness testified.

NOVEMBER 18. 

Georgia, on this date in 1860, twelve 
days after the election of Abraham 
Lincoln as president, took alarm from 
that event over the future relations 
of the state with the union. 

Governor Joseph E. Brown had no 
illusions about what was coming and 
did not hesitate to counsel “prepared- 
ness’ for the war that he foresaw 
just ahead. 

The news of Lincoln’s election had 
been met with cheers for a “Southern 
Confederacy” and on the 9th an at- 
tempt had been made by volunteer 
raiders to seize the arms of the Unit- 
ed States in Fort Moultrie, one of the 
defenses of Charleston harbor. On 
the 10th the South Carolina legisla- 
ture ordered the election of a conven- 
tion to consider secession of the state 
from the union and also made pro- 
vision for raising 10.000 troops. ‘The 
same day Senator Chestnut, of that 
state, resigned from the United States 
senate and the next day his colleague, 
Senator Hammond did the same. 

On the 15th Governor John Letcher, 
of Virginia, called an extra session of 
the legislature to consider the ominous 
situation and that action by the “Old 
Dominion” seems to have convinced 
the authorities of Georgia that the 
state shonld not delay putting herself 
in readiness for whatever occasion 
might demand. 

Therefore, on November 18, the gen- 
eral assembly, in session at Milledge- 
ville, appropriated $1.000,000 to Arm 
the state. The Georgia army was to 
comprise the organized companies then 
in existence under special legissative 
acts and such militia as the governor 
might call out.

only for its successful transmission, 
you can be a good teacher but not a 
first-rate one.

Certainly the surpassing teacher 
makes time for general reading. His 
mind is freshly supplied with allusions 
and quotations which come readily to 
his tongue in the classroom. Fitful or 
flagging pupils are caught by this pat 
illustration ; eager and intense ones by 
that happy idea. The lesson is made 
luminous by the teacher’s general cul- 
ture. He can read wayward or compli- 
eated characters, spur the indolent, 
restrain the venturesome, encourage 
the fearful. ;

The peculiar fact, not yet made 
understandably plain to the people of 
Georgia at large, is that when the 
good roads are built from the proceeds 
of an adequate bond issue the prin- 
cipal and interest of such bonds can 
be more than paid by the users of the 
ronds who pay the automobile fees 
and gasoline taxes. Those payments 
by owners and users of motor rs, 
trucks and buses are less, by actual 
demonstration, than they would pay 
if using such vehicles or horse-drawn 
buggies and wagons over common dirt 
roads.

must in turn be repaid by the state sooner 
or later, fails to satisfy or even promise 
satisfaction to those who are thinking pri- 
marily of tourist travel on trunk line high- 
ways in Georgia. 

Those of us who are fortunate enough 
to be promised some benefit from this 
recent building bydget are inade te realize 
that eur friends and fellow citizens 
throughout Georgia are being greatly de- 
layed in hundreds of exsential road con- 
nections, regardless of the thousands of 
dollars of county bond money which is 
waiting to be matched. We realize further 
that 67 counties in our state will never 
be provided for under this present matching 
plan for the simple reason that they can- 
not issue local road bonds to provide county 
revenue. 

But the most vital part of our road 
problem has not even been mentioned by 
Mr. Greer, for regardless of the value of 
trunk line highways, which some people con- 
tend should be the first constructed, our 
state law expressly provides that ail county 
seat to county seat highways on the state 
system shall be constructed by the state 
and thus give all countie® equal considera- 
tion whether or not they are able of willing 
to issue local county road bonds. 

When the state becomes independent of 
county aid in road building we will not 
only have our first essential county seat to 
county seat roads completed, but we will 
also bave all through routes open for all- 
weather travel by the tourists and by 
every citizen of Georgia as well. 

Under the present plan of road building 
in Georgia, are we not increasing the bond- 
ed indebtedness of counties withouf giving 
half satisfaction to the counties and with- 
out beginning to give adequate service to 
our state? 

At the cost of $25,000 per mile for con- 
structing hardsurfaced roads we can see 
at once that two and a half million dollars 
will be required to build each hundred 
miles in Georgia. Then with our present 
income of from five to seven million doli- 
lars annually for constrifttion we can com- 
plete only two or three hundred miles per 
year at best, so for the 6,300 miles on the 
state system some 21 years would be re- 
quired to complete the job under the county 
unit plan. Even if one or two years can 
be saved on account of the work already 
completed, can Georgia afford to delay her 
progress and derélopment for so long @& 
period of time?

lem which affects every citizen of Georgia 
and net a job to be budgeted out by piece- 
meat driblets to a favored few thout 
giving general satisfaction and without even 
paying as we go?

He said 
that. the sentiment of Coffee county 
was entirely against the men who had 
riddled with bullets the body of Dave 
Wright, even before they had been 
found guilty of murder by a jury. 

He explained that in sentencing the 
lynchers, he had given Mejor Brown 
a life sentence because District At- 
torney Allen B. Spence and other au- 
thorities had deemed him the ring- 
leader of the lynching. 

“The people of Georgia are coming 


to have more and more respect for 


law,” the judge continued. ‘There 
was a time when lynching was given 
little regard in portions of the south, 
because it was considered a certain 
cure for the crime of rape. But it has 


' spread, like a cancer, to include pun- 


ishment for other crimes. The result 
is that intelligent men in Georgia, and 
other parts of the south are bitterly 
opposed to lynching in any form.’ 

The judge said that he believed the 
sentences imposed today, while not 
severe, would have a very wholesome 
effect upon the community.

The in- 
ternal revenue bureau has yet re- 
ceived no report from Mrs. Mabel 
Reineeke, collector at Chicago, but 
this is not unexpected, as collectors 
proceed in such matters on their own 
initiative, and usually do not report 
until the case is cleared up. 

“T have some personal knowledge 
of the situation,” Fish said. 

“Also I have heard that secretaries 
of some congressmen have, without 
the knowledge of their employers, ob- 
tained tickets for them and turned 
over to speculators 

A number of members of congress 
have complained privately to the navy 
department about failure to get their 
full allotment of tickets for the game. 
They sent checks for six tickets and 
have received only four, according to 
their objections. Navy department of- 
ficials say there are not enough to go 
around as Chicago authorities are 
handling large numbers of tickets. 

Tickets are being “bootlegged” here 
not only by regular theater scalpers, 
but by ‘attaches. at the capitol. 

A large number of tickets, it is re- 
ported, have been secured by “Chicago 
politicians.” These, it is said, are 
selling at $15 to $25 ‘each, while mark- 
ed at $2.50 to $3.50. 

All sealpers of tickets are subject 
to heavy taxes under the tax law, and 
if they fail to make a return of their 
profits are liable to fines not exceed- 
ing $10,000 and jail sentences not 
more than five years.

George Sterling, 
California Poet,

George Sterling, poet. laureate of 
California and a distinguished figure 
in American literature. was found 
dead in his bachelor rooms at tie Bo- 
bemian club here today under con- 
ditions which city authorities declared 
plainly to be suicide. 

“It was a plain c.se of suicide,” 
said Deputy Coroner Michael Brown, 
after an examination cf the body. Ve- 
tective Lieutenant WJharles Dulleau 
said, that death was caused by one of 
the most deadly of poisous. 

Liver at Bohemian Club. 


Sterling was born in Sag Harbor, 
Long Island, N. ¥., December 1, 1869. 
Educated at St. Charles college, ’Mary- 
land, he came to California when a 
young man in 15896, married Carrie 
Rand, of Oaklaad, who since has 
died. He hud lived at the Bohemian 
club for years. 

The finding of Sterling’s body by 
the poet’s valet came just before two 
other distinguished writers were about 
to call on him. H. L. Mencken, who 
arrived here Monday as Sterling’s 
guest, and Gouverneur Morris, were 
preparing to leave their hotel quar- 
ters when informed by the United 
News of Sterling's death. 

“This is terrible,” said Mencken. 
“T knew he was ill but the doctors 
didn’t think it was very serious. I 
came up here éspecially to see him.

DEATH OF PAINTER 
IN VACANT HOUSE 
REMAINS MYSTERY 


“Death from causes unknown to 
the jury,” was the verdict of a coro- 
ner’s jury over the body of I. W. 
Prim, 53, a painter, of Tampa, Fla., 
whose lifeless body was found early 
Vvednesday in a vacant house at 501 
Crew atreet. The coroner's inquest 
was held Wednesday afternoon at 2:30 
o'clock in the undertaking parlors of 
Harry G. Poole, where the body was 
taken, and is being held pending fu- 
neral arrangements, which have not 
been completed. 

Prim’s body was found by G. W. 
Wallace, a collector for a local bank, 
who notified police. Call. Officers M, 
C. Williams and Walter Goode, who 
investigated, found a small memoran- 
dum book containing a card showing 
he was a member of the Brotherhood 
of Painters, Decorators and Paper- 
hangers. No marks of violence were 
found on the body, police said, and 
indications are that he died from nat- 
ural causes.

Republican Senator Sees 
Political Move in Ad- 
dress to Conference of 
80. Farm Leaders. 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 
(United News Staff Correspondent.) 

Washiagton, November 17.—Form- 
er Governor Frank O. Lowden, of II- 
linois, is again brought into the pic- 
ture as a presidential possibility by 
the St. Louis declaration of 80 farm 
organizations representing 12 states 
which ‘idorse his farm relief plan 
emhodied in the McNary-Haugen farm 
relief bill which has failed twice in 
congress. 

Loayden has been reckoned as a po- 
tential candidate ever since he identi- 
fied himself with the farm revolt s¢v- 
eral years ago. -He probably stands 
as the next choice after Coolidge of a 
number of influential republican poli- 
ticians. At the moment, he probably 
is not strong enough to take the nom 
ination away from Coolidge. But in 
an open field with the president out 
of it his chances would be better than 
those of anyone else in the republican 
party at this moment. 

Significance Grasped. 

The significance of the St. Louis 
declaration wag instantly grasped by 
one prominent republican senator here. 

“It's political so far as Mr. Lowden 
is eoncerned,” he said. “You won't 
find that Lowden ever applied his 
farm plan to any of his business en- 
terprises, 

“He proposes a farm board of 12 
men to sit in Washington and decide 
when there is a surplus in any major 
crop and to fix the probable cost of 
production and then levy an equaliza- 
tion fee to defray the cost of dump- 
ing this surplus abroad. 

“Tt is a human impossibility. Twelve 
saviours couldn’t do it. Our depart- 
ment of agriculture can’t even esti- 
mate the cotton crop without having 
a big change in its figures within a 
space of 10 days. 

Passage Predicted. 

“T voted against the McNary-Hau- 
gen bill. I went out to my-people ex- 
pecting to be jumped on, But I told 
them that the MeNary-Haugen Dill 
proposed to set up a board of 12 men 
at $10,000 a year and that the 12 
men were in Washington waiting for 
the jobs. That was the end of it.” 

This senator, however, thought the 
bill would pass at the long session 
of congress beginning in December 
1927, just before the 1928 elections. 

Lowden came close to receiving the 
republican nomination in 1920. The

Condemn Vatican Action. 


English high church dignitaries are 
hastening to join Bishop Manning, of 
New York, in condemning the vati- 
ean’s action. 

“Ths extraordinary action of the 
Catholic church is astonishing and be- 
wildering,” said the Rev. William 
Hartley Carnegie, canon of West- 
minster, in admitting the displeasure 
of high churchmen. 

“If it were allowed to pass unchal- 
lenged it would destroy the very sanc- 
tity of marriage and would make all 
marriages precarious. I am supporting 
Bishop Manning’s protest cordially 
and I am certain that the whole Eng- 
lish church will agree with me that 
the idea is revolting.” 

“What basis for marriage remains,” 
the bishop asked; “if after so many 
years the evidence of some dead ele- 
ment, of some outside influence, can 
destroy its sacred bonds? Such in- 
credible action cannot be too strongly 
condemned. You can be sure that the 
Church of England will be unanimous 
in denouncing the action that has
